E BARTHQUAKE 
BRITAIN 

Even sticklers for precision in the use 
of language will have no qualms in admit- 
ting that the election in Great Britain was 
decisive’. In fact it was as nearly a 
unanimous verdict as could well be regis- 
tered at the polls. 

The National Government will have a 
following in the new House of Commons 
numbering about five to one. The Con- 
servatives, of the National 
ministry, will have a majority of some 200 
over all other groups in the House. The 
opposition Labor party is represented by 
approximately one-fifth the membership 
ot that party in the late parliament. The 
Liberal party under the leadership of Mr. 
Lloyd George has only a corporal’s guard, 
The “new” party vanished. The Commu- 
nists did not elect a member bearing that 
label. If the term “political earthquake” 
can ever be properly applied to an_ elec- 
tion, that is what happened in Great Bri- 
tain on Tuesday. The whole face of th: 
political landscape has been changed, th 
“balance of power’ destroyed, and tradi-

tional party alignments for the time 
\ iped out, 

What evidently occurred is that the 
British Labor unionists broke with the 
Communists and voted for other than 


Labor candidates. That upon every con- 
sideration appears to have been the most 
powerful factor in bringing about the 
remarkable transformation. Upon no 
other supposition can the outcome be ac- 
counted fer. If this is correct, the election 
reflects the real strength of the radicals 
They were “hived” as nearly as is practi- 
cally possible. The showdown discloses 
that, even with the support of hundreds of 
thousands of dole-receivers who were 
against the Government for cutting the 
dole, they are actually a trifling minerity 
of the electorate. 

That in itself wil! have a steadying and 
stimulating effect upon British credit and 
prestige at home and abroad. The world 
knows now that Britain is not governed 
by irresponsibles, wreckers and dole-re- 
ceivers. Put to the test, the voters pooled 
their strength to pull the country through 
the crisis and put it again upon a solid 
economic footing 

The immediate result iv that the ‘‘bal- 
anced budget” stands, and that the Gov- 
ernment will be able to carry through its 
policy of energizing industry and trade, 
restoring the pound, and ending the drift 
from bad to worse in business and in na- 
tional finance. The economies adopted 
to that end have been endorsed, and in a 
large way the Government has been given 
a “free hand” in the devising of salvaging 
policies. Precisely what those policies 
will be no man can say, for the ministers 
asked for a mandate to rescue the coun- 
try from its plight rather than for appro- 
val of a clear-cut program by which to 
bring this about. 

“Where MacDonald sits is the head of 
the table.” But that maxim will have to 
be applied with understanding to the poli- 


tical situation that has been created by 
the upheaval. Premier MacDon ild is still 
head of the Government, and will be whil 
the emergency cabinet stands. His re- 
election is a tribute alike to the worth of 
the man himself and to the voters who 


thus demonstrated their ability to recog- 
nize a national peril and their willingness 
to back the man who staked his political 
life on his sense of public duty. 

But the Conservatives outnumber all 
other government supporters two to onc 
As the representative of the senior part- 
ner in the combination, Mr. Baldwin, rath- 
er than Mr. MacDonald, will set the course 
und determine the policy of the Govern- 
ment. ‘The Conservative leader and his 
followers have fought the election openly 
on the issue that a protective tariff was 
the one effective way to put Britain on 
equal trade terms with its contemporaries 
Mr. MacDonald has gone no further than 
to say he would “consider” a tariff as one 
means of solving the difficulties of the 
situation. That Britain will adopt a tar- 
iff, after a century of free trade, seems 
to be the inevitable conch either un- 
der the National Gove:nment or under 
the Conservative Government that is due 
to succeed when the National ministry ha 
finished its job and is dissolved into its

ments, and he wants them to stop it for 
five years and take a “breathing spell 
But suppose they did, would the respira- 
tion of the world be made easier? Sup- 
pose the fleets were tied up, the armament 
factories and the shipyards closed, down, 
the armies and navies disbanded, and the 
soldiers and sailors and employees turned 
into the streets, would the four billions be 
saved? Not at all. The money would 
have to be spent in direct relief or relief 
work for the new millions thus added to 
the unemployed 

The reduction of armaments should and 
will have to be brought about. But that 
must be accomplished by a process of 
gradual scaling down, or there will be re- 
actions in the economic field which will 
cat up the money and perhaps produce 
eruptions of vast consequence as well. 
When the armies were demobilized at the 
end of the great war the world did not 
thereby secure a respite from its financial 
and industrial difficulties. One result, 
very much in the limelight just now, was 
that Britain had to adopt the dole system.
